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2 Canadians 
shot while 
vacationing 
in Mexico

A Vancouver man is in criti¬ 
cal condition in a Mexican 
hospital, and his friend is 
stable, after the two were 
shot at a strip club and 
tourist hot spot. 

Canada’s Department of 
Foreign Affairs confirmed 
yesterday two Canadians 
were shot Tuesday in Cabo 
San Lucas, a resort town at 
the southern tip of the Baja 
California peninsula. 

A local newspaper, the 
Tribuna de Los Cabos, 
reported the victims are 26- 
year-old Donguyen 
Ninhtrung from Vancouver 
and Michel Brenhan 
Spowe, 28. Metro was not 
able to confirm that Spowe 
is also from Vancouver. 

The newspaper reported 
the victims were sitting 
with another tourist from 
the United States in a strip 
club called Mermaids. 

Two men walked in, sat 
down at a nearby table and 
ordered beers. Moments lat¬ 
er one of the men stood up, 
walked to the Canadians’ 
table and, according to wit¬ 
nesses, pulled a gun and 
shot the witnesses without 
saying a word. 

A security guard was also 
shot and injured as dancers 
and patrons — mostly for¬ 
eign tourists — all dropped 
to the floor. 

The newspaper went on 
to say that police have no 
suspect or motive and are 
in the process of reviewing 
surveillance tapes. 

Foreign Affairs 
spokesperson Daniel 
Barbarie told Metro on 
Wednesday that Mexican 
authorities informed Cana¬ 
dian officials of the shoot¬ 
ing Tuesday.

It’s a bit baffling to jump 
into the Atlantic Ocean in 
January, but throw in a 
blizzard, and more than a 
few people will think 
you’re crazy. 

And then there’s Maria 
Mulder — she jumped in 
twice. 

The blizzard didn’t stop 
23 jumpers from taking a 
polar dip in Herring Cove on 
New Year’s Day. The blow¬ 
ing snow postponed a simi¬ 
lar event in Lawrencetown, 
but polar dip organizers in 
Herring Cove — with the 


fire department’s OK — 
gave their jumpers the 
green light yesterday. 

Mulder couldn’t get the 
day off work last year and 
had to miss the polar dip, so 
she went twice this year to 
make up for it. 

“I’d have to say it was the 
coldest jump I’ve had,” she 
said. 

Then she went again. The 
woman from Bear Cove said 
she was even more psyched 


to go in the second time 
then the first. 

For many jumpers, the 
polar dip is a way to start 
the new year revitalized and 
refreshed. 

“I had the worst year of 
my life in 2008, and I’m so 
happy to say I’m starting 
2009 off the right way,” Mul¬ 
der said. “It probably wasn’t 
good last year because I did¬ 
n’t jump.” 

The toughest part of the 


jump is climbing out of the 
water and up the wharf’s 
ladder. Mulder said it wasn’t 
too bad this year because a 
higher tide meant fewer icy 
rungs to climb. 

Plus the snow and cold set 
the mood, said Brian Blan¬ 
chard of Herring Cove. 

“Personally, I prefer jump¬ 
ing when there’s a bit of 
snow going on because it 
makes it feel more like a po¬ 
lar bear jump. Last year it 
was warm and the sun was 
beating down and it was like 
jumping in April,” he said. 

“It’s a way to start the new 
year, and we’re all from At¬ 
lantic Canada: We don’t 
mind a bit of weather.”

Search and rescue 
called off in B.C.

Martin told CBC News if 
he had to have spent anoth¬ 
er day on the mountain, he 
likely would have died. 

He said he’d expected to 
walk out of the wilderness, 
but each day as night fell, so 
did his hopes of being found.

Record-breaking New Year's Day snowfall for HRM

As if all the political and fi¬ 
nancial turmoil weren’t 
enough, 2008 just had to 
get in one more shot. 
Thanks to an overnight 
blizzard, most Nova 
Scotians welcomed in the 
new year by waiting for a 
cab, waiting for an 
airplane, or just trying to 
figure out how they’ll dig 
themselves out of their 
home. 

In total, about 30 centime¬ 
tres of snow fell on Halifax 
throughout the blizzard. 
That’s a record-breaking 
amount for New Year’s Day 
in HRM. 

It was also windy, with En¬ 
vironment Canada recording 
gusts up to 88 kilometres per 
hour. That’s not as bad as the 
storm that hit the province 
before Christmas, but com¬ 


bined with the snow it creat¬ 
ed whiteout conditions. 

Despite the whiteouts, 
there were no serious acci¬ 
dents on the roads in and 
around Halifax. Police said 
the most they saw were a 
few minor fender-benders. 

Nova Scotia basically be¬ 
came a no-fly zone. Flight 
schedules at Halifax Stan¬ 
field International Airport 
were a sea of red “cancelled” 
signs as of New Year’s Day 
morning. 

But things could have 
been worse. Because they 
saw the storm coming, most 
airlines cancelled their 
flights the night before. That 
meant veiy few people were 
stranded in the airport. 

“Some of these cancella¬ 
tions were posted last night. 
A few were made this morn¬ 
ing. Most people (are) savvy 
enough to check with their 
airline first, so they’re not 
spending hours and hours 


sitting in an airport,” said 
airport spokesman Peter 
Spurway. 

Cab companies warned 
the public beforehand that 
there would be delays in 
service, and they were right. 
Even the next morning, dis¬ 
patcher lines were constant- 
ty busy. 

The few things that were 
scheduled for yesterday 
were mostly cancelled. The 
lieutenant-governor’s New 
Year’s Day levee was put off 
and will be rescheduled. 

Environment Canada 
spokeswoman Colleen Far¬ 
rell said there’s no sign of 
another storm coming — 
yet. 

“Not in the foreseeable fu¬ 
ture. Now, it is wintertime in 
the Maritimes, so conditions 
can change,” she said.

Jeff time. a fight outside a Halifax “There are no other signs 

the death of a 44-year-old Carr said Wednesday in- “It’s not something that’s bar two days before his of foul play,” Carr said, 

man found in his North vestigators are waiting for going to be resolved in the death, but an autopsy de- rachel boomer/metro Halifax 


Lights out 
for the 
new year 

power Pity the Nova Scotia 
Power line crews. 

After spending Christmas 
away from their families 
worldng on power lines, 
they couldn’t even ring in 
the new year at home. 

The overnight blizzard 
knocked out power to more 
than 2,600 people through¬ 
out the province as of Thurs¬ 
day morning. 

“We had whiteout condi¬ 
tions overnight and early 
this morning. There was 
freezing rain in Cape 
Breton,” said NS Power 
spokeswoman Glennie 
Langille. 

“In these kinds of condi¬ 
tions, sometimes we have 
trouble moving our crews 
around. But so far, they’ve 
been able to work safely.” 

The areas most effected 
include Truro, Goshen, Port 
Hawlcesbuiy and across 
Guysborough County. Pow¬ 
er crews worked 
throughout the day, but by 
5 p.m. Thursday, 6,173 
households still couldn't 
turn the lights on. 

There’s no doubt it was a 
vicious storm, but it didn’t 
cause anywhere near the 
damage done by the storm a 
few days before Christmas. 

In that one, high winds 
and falling trees knocked 
out power to close to 60,000 
people at its peak. 
Overwhelmed, repair crews 
took days to get everyone 
back online. Additional 
teams from NB Power came 
over to help with the work. 

But still, about 15,000 cus¬ 
tomers woke up Christmas 
morning to discover Santa 
hadn’t given them any pow¬ 
er. That number was cut to a 
third by mid-afternoon and 
by the evening only a few 
hundred were left.

Muir bowing out 
of political life

Jamie Muir’s golf game is 
about to get a whole lot 
better. 

Muir, 67, one of the most 
experienced members of 
Premier Rodney MacDon¬ 
ald’s cabinet, announced 
earlier this week he won’t 
re-offer in the next provin¬ 
cial election. 

“I think there’s a time 
for everything, and it’s 
time for me to do some¬ 
thing different,” Muir, cur¬ 
rently minister responsible 
for Service Nova Scotia and 
municipal relations, told 
Metro News in a recent in¬ 
terview. 

His wife’s already start¬ 
ing up his retirement to-do 
list. 

“One of the things she 
talked about was cleaning 
out the basement,” Muir 
laughed. 

Muir was elected in 

1998, part of John Hamm’s 
third-place Tory caucus. In 
the 1999 election, the 
Hamm Tories unexpected¬ 
ly swept the Russell McLel- 
lan Liberals out of office, 
and Muir became health 
minister. 

It wasn’t an easy job. In 

1999, paramedics went on 
strike for 18 hours, and in 
2001, the Hamm govern¬ 
ment introduced Bill 68, 
designed to prevent nurses 
and other health-care 
workers from striking. 

Muir has also been edu-

cation minister. Now, as 
Service Nova Scotia minis¬ 
ter, he wears criticism for 
the province’s gas-price 
regulation system. 

E-mail has drastically 
changed the way people in¬ 
teract with government 
during the last decade, he 
told Metro. When he start¬ 
ed, most correspondence 
was written; today, people 
send angry e-mails when 
they’re upset, and often ex¬ 
pect an instant response. 

“The more government 
does for people, in some 
ways, the more people ex¬ 
pect it to do.” 

The hardest part of be¬ 
ing in government, Muir 
said, has been having to 
hold his tongue. But he’s 
enjoyed the chance to help 
constituents, and he’s par¬ 
ticularly proud of helping 
to secure a new hospital 
for Truro-Bible Hill. 

“You have people who 
come into your office who 
need help, and sometimes 
you’re able to solve their 
problem. That feels good.” 

A provincial election is 
widely expected this year.

Drugs may entice troops 

Report says Afghan drug trade tempting to soliders

There’s a “high probabili¬ 
ty” some Canadian troops 
serving in Afghanistan — 
one of the world’s biggest 
sources of illegal drugs — 
will get involved in the 
drug trade, a military po¬ 
lice report warns. 

“Access to illicit drugs in 
Afghanistan is routine,” 
reads the report obtained 
by Torstar News Service. 

“Easy access to heroin, 
hashish, cannabis presents 
a temptation for (Canadian) 
troops in the form of per¬ 
sonal use and in the form of 
importation for the purpose 
of trafficking,” it reads. 


It notes that using and 
trafficking drugs are illegal 
and “contrary to the ethos” 
of the Canadian Forces, but 
concedes some of the 2,500 
troops serving in the war- 
torn nation might not be 
able to resist. 

The findings are outlined 
in a series of military police 


documents obtained by 
Torstar News Service under 
Access to Information legis¬ 
lation. The documents, re¬ 
quested in November 2007, 
were released last month. 

One report cites a July 
2007 search by militaiy po¬ 
lice officers, aided by a drug 
sniffer dog, of a Canadian 


convoy returning from Spin 
Boldalc, on the Pakistan bor¬ 
der. 

The report says the dog 
“indicated” on one of the ar¬ 
moured vehicles as well as a 
heavy logistics vehicle that 
had been loaded on a 
flatbed trailer. 

“The results of the search 
do not provide sufficient ev¬ 
idence to substantiate any 
charges. However, the re¬ 
sults are indicative that 
(Canadian) personnel may 
be involved in the use and 
traffic of illicit substances,” 
the report said.

t might just be me — 
never underestimate a 
columnist’s proficien¬ 
cy at subjectivity — 
but I can’t recall the 
last time the transition 
from the old year to the 
new felt so downbeat. 

My memories aren’t ex¬ 
actly long — I can’t speak 
authoritatively about any 
New Year during the Great 
Depression, or the last 
night of 1939, when a new 
world war was just getting 


under steam, and I’ve got 
to assume that they were 
pretty glum affairs. 

The transition from 1963 
to 1964, when the assassi¬ 
nation of John F. Kennedy 
was still recent and raw, 
was probably a somber af¬ 
fair, but it happened just 
before I was born. 

I’ve lived through Water¬ 
gate and the OPEC oil cri¬ 
sis, and at least two major 
recessions after the ’70s, 
though, so I can claim 
some modest long view on 
history’s recent dark 
patches. 

I was a freelancer during 
the recession following 
Black Monday — Oct. 19, 
1987 — and lost over half 
of my clients in the six sub¬ 
sequent months, but I 
know that the mood in 


general was far more fes¬ 
tive when 1988 hove into 
view. 

The consensus is pretty 
dire; a series of interviews 
with financial giants 
that has run in 
the Na¬ 
tional Post 
for the last 
few weeks 
has been de¬ 
pressing 
reading. “I 
think it’s 
tough. I think 
it’s going to 
get tougher, 1 
said Jim Treliving, CEO of 
Boston Pizza and Dragon’s 
Den star. 

“It sounds trite but it’s a 
very complex and very 
dangerous situation,” 
warned banking analyst 


Anthony Boelch. 

Asked whether he’s seen 
a worse situation, philan¬ 
thropist

CEO Peter 
Munlc 
was suc¬ 
cinct:

worst we’ve seen is mostly 
cruel justice — housing 
foreclosures on people 
who couldn’t afford their 
homes to begin with, and 
the collapse of banking in¬ 
stitutions who played a 
risky game badly and lost. 

As for the crisis in the 
auto industry, that’s been 
brewing for years — 
decades, actually — and 
there have been Bernie 
Madoffs at regular inter¬ 
vals since the first man 
traded his goat for a shiny 
bauble. 

It’s half real crisis and 
half coincidence, and it’s 
rather inevitable that my 
industry — the media we 
keep hearing is at an all- 
time low in public trust — 
has managed to make it all 
seem like a financial per¬ 


fect storm about to break 
over your leaky trawler. 

It might be true — I 
make no claims as an ora¬ 
cle — but it’s just as likely 
that we’re being told to 
panic because nobody 
wants to look like Pollyan- 
na if the worst comes to 
pass. 

Perhaps we should take 
advantage of this somber 
but fortuitous mood and 
begin the New Year like 
jilted lovers; skeptical of 
everyone, whether they’re 
peddling optimism or 
doom, and especially skep¬ 
tical of our own judgment, 
which got us into this mess 
in the first place.

American album sales tumble in 2008 


U.S. album sales slid for a 
seventh time in eight 
years in 2008 as growth in 
the digital arena, one of 
the few bright spots in the 
ailing music industry, 
slowed, according to data 
issued this week. 

Total album sales fell 14 
per cent to 428.4 million 
units during the 52-weelc 
period ended Dec. 28, ac¬ 
cording to retail data col¬ 
lected by tracking firm 
Nielsen SoundScan. 


This follows a 15 per 
cent drop in 2007, and sets 
a new low since the firm 
began monitoring sales in 
1991. Sales have plummet¬ 
ed 45 per cent from the in¬ 
dustry's high-water mark 
of 785.1 million units in 
2000, due largely to Inter¬ 
net piracy and competition 
from other forms of enter¬ 
tainment such as video 
games. 

Digital downloads, 
through online retailers 


such as Apple Inc.’s ITunes 
store, have taken on 
greater importance to the 
industry, but the impres¬ 
sive growth of recent years 
is waning. 

Digital track sales rose 
27 per cent to a record 1.07 
billion units, but the 
growth was slower than 
the 45 per cent jump in 
2007. Digital album sales 
rose 32 per cent to 65.8 
million units, after a 53 
per cent jump in 2007. 


Ringtones are also a ma¬ 
jor new focus. Lil Wayne al¬ 
so took honours for this 
year’s top-selling album, 
moving 2.9 million copies 
of Tha Carter III. Last year’s 
No. 1 album was pop vocal¬ 
ist Josh Groban's Noel with 
3.7 million copies. 

Only three other albums 
sold more than two mil¬ 
lion copies this year: Eng¬ 
lish rock band Coldplay's 
Viva la Vida and country 
singer Taylor Swift’s Fear¬ 


less each with about 2.1 
million, and rocker Kid 
Rock's 2007 release Roclc- 
’N’Roll Jesus with two mil¬ 
lion. Last year, eight al¬ 
bums sold more than 2 
million copies. 

Overall music sales, in¬ 
cluding albums, singles, 
music video and digital 
tracks, rose 10.5 per cent 
to 1.5 billion units, after 14 
per cent growth in 2007 
and a 19 per cent jump in 
2006 REUTERS

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2009: The year of 3 -D films

DreamWorks Animation 
chief Jeffrey Katzenberg 
is in the middle of a 
tough road trip. The man 
behind such family hits 
as Kung-Fu Panda and 
Shrek has been touring 
North America to 
promote what he’s deter¬ 
mined as cinema’s next 
great innovation: 3-D. 

Now, that may sound 
odd. After all, the fad of 3- 
D surfaced decades ago 
and since has become 
something of a punchline, 
which is exactly what’s 
making Katzenberg’s mis¬ 
sion so challenging. 

“It’s really hard to get 
people to think about it in 
a different way, and the 
only way is to show it,” 
said Katzenberg during a 
stop in Toronto. 

By treating journalists to 
a sneak peek of his 
groundbreaking InTru dig¬ 
ital 3-D comedy Monsters 



vs. Aliens — coming in 
March — Katzenberg is 
showing off how digital 
advancement has 

breached the 
campy fourth 
wall that was 
once reserved for 
such B- 
movies 
as 

1953’s 
Robot 

Monster and 
Cat-Women of 
the Moon. 

“It was used as a 
gimmick,” said 
Katzenberg about the his 
torical use of 3-D. 

“It doesn’t replace a 
great story, so we come 
back to the very funda¬ 
mental aspect of this, 
which is (that) Monsters 
vs. Aliens is great in its 
own right... but I think to 
be able to experience it in 
3-D is something really 
exciting.” 

Katzenberg is not 
alone in this senti¬ 
ment. While other 
films have been 
adapted for 3-D screen¬ 
ings, we’re entering a 


year filled with 3-D- 
conceived projects, includ¬ 
ing My Bloody Valentine 3- 
D, Pixar’s Up, Disney’s A 
Christmas Carol and 
James Cameron’s long- 
awaited Avatar. 

For Katzenberg — 
whose studio al¬ 
ready spends 
about $165 
million per 
movie — the 


decision to begin making 
his films in 3-D wasn’t 
easy. The technology will 
add 10 per cent to his 
costs, which will likely be 
reflected in the admission 
price. Some critics say 
such a gamble in a reces¬ 
sive economic climate is 
risky, but Katzenberg re¬ 
mains true to his latest in¬ 
novation. 

“Relative to any other 
choice you 
can do 
out of 
the 
home, 


movies 
are still 
just a 
phenom¬ 
enal value. 
And frankly, in 
more challenged 
economic times, peo¬ 
ple appreciate it more,” 
said Katzenberg. 

“People took 
no vies for grant¬ 
ed and they took 
the movie the¬ 
atre for granted, 
and I don’t think 
they are right now.” 


What came first: Tom 
Cruise or the smile? 



V alkyrie looks like 
a standard-issue 
Tom Cruise movie 
with the usual ex¬ 
plosions, intrigue 
and wild action. The miss¬ 
ing key element is his 
megawatt smile. His Col. 
Claus von Stauffenberg is 
so stern-faced he makes 
the expression-challenged 
Buster Keaton seem ri¬ 
otously animated by com¬ 
parison. 

If Helen of Troy was the 
face that launched a thou¬ 
sand ships, then Cruise has 
the smile that sold a mil¬ 
lion movie tickets. Wide 
and toothy, it stretches the 
full breadth of his face as a 
physical manifestation of 
his movie-star charisma. 
The smile debuted in a 


Risky Business scene where 
he recruits clients for his 
new business. There it was 
a charming, non-aggressive 
symbol of his self-assured¬ 
ness. The ’80s saw the lop¬ 
sided grin become a pop- 
culture icon. It shone from 
the cockpit of his Top Gun 
F-14 and reflected off the 
Stoli bottles in Cocktail. In 
each of these films the 
smile is 90 per cent of the 
performance. 

The villain characters of 
The Last Samurai and Col¬ 
lateral show the smile’s 
emotional range. The smile 
is still there, but now it’s 
menacing. For example, 
Vincent, the hit man in 
Collateral, uses an omi¬ 
nously icy smile when he’s 
about to hurt people. 

In one form or another, 
the smile has been front 
and centre in all of Cruise’s 
hits. Without it, Valkyrie 
just doesn’t feel like a real 
Cruise blockbuster.

Watching movies in Jan¬

See-through lives of indie rock

The term “Transparent” in 
Amos The Transparent 
couldn’t stick better. 

The Ottawa-based indie 
rock outfit takes its fans be¬ 
yond the music, posting 
videos of their adventures 
touring across the country 
and recording in-studio on 
their website. Hours stuck 
in traffic singing Celine 
Dion songs (ironically, of 
course!), fussing over 
stacks of ready-made gro¬

Amy Millan of the Stars 
— birthed in part by music 
collective Broken Social 
Scene, which Amos The 
Transparent has been com¬ 
pared with — took notice 
of the band after a 2006 
Bluesfest show in Ottawa, 
which led to a album guest 
star spot on track After All 
That It’s Come To This. 

“I would say that it’s 


pretty hard to classify our 
music, or any kind of indie 
rock for that matter,” 
Chandler said. “Certainly 
to Broken Social Scene, 
which I think happened be¬ 
cause we originally started 
with eight people and 
they’re such a large group 
too.” 

Chandler plans to release 
more for an exclusively dig¬ 
ital EP in late Januaiy, 
which he says is the reason 
we haven’t seen any recent 
online docs.

TRYING TO LOOK ON THE 

bright side: Another year 
has begun, and the paucity 
of TV news means lots of 
retrospective and anticipa¬ 
tory themes from colum¬ 
nists, so why should I be 
any different? Alan Sepin- 
wall of the New Jersey Star- 
Ledger took time to take 
Shonda Rhimes, Tim 
Kring, the writers on 
House, Amy Sherman-Pal- 
ladino and Jeff Zuclcer to 
task for, retrospectively, 
this season of Grey’s 
Anatomy, this season of 
Heroes, the character of 
Remy “Thirteen” Hadley, 
The Return Of Jezebel 
James and the decision to 
abandon the 10 p.m. week¬ 
day time slot to Jay Leno’s 
new show. 

Over at televisionwith- 
outpity.com , Angel Cohn 
fervently wished for more 
Simon on American Idol, 
more fun on Heroes, a less 
annoying Pam on The Of¬ 
fice, some real A-list stars 
on Dancing With The 
Stars, and some personali¬ 
ty for Anna Torv’s Olivia 
on Fringe. Reading over 
her list made me wonder 
a) that Fringe didn’t get 
cancelled after three 
episodes, and b) that TV 
columnists sure watch a 
hell of a lot of TV. 

Zap2it.com 1 s TV critic 
Rick Porter made nine reso¬ 
lutions for the industry, 
wishing that CBS could 
wean itself off of police 
procedurals, that Fox could 
come up with a good come¬ 
dy that wasn’t a cartoon, 
that HBO can make a break 
from “the dense, somber 
shows the channel has 
tried out in the past couple 
years” (I disagree, but what¬ 


ever,) and that NBC can 
“rediscover its soul,” in¬ 
stead of programming 
based on profit margins 
from mediocre but mysteri¬ 
ously profitable shows. 
Good luck on that one. 

Porter also wishes that 
Battlestar Galactica, about 
to head into the last half of 
its farewell season, will get 
a bit more respect from 
the industry. “None of the 
show’s fine ensemble of 
actors has ever sniffed an 
Emmy or Golden Globe 
nomination,” Porter 

writes, “and it counts no 
series honors and only a 
couple of writing and di¬ 
recting Emmy nods.” 

I’d second that, especial¬ 
ly since Galactica is a 
prime example of exactly 
the sort of show no major 
network or “quality cable” 
outlet like HBO would ever 
get behind, despite the fact 
that shows like Galactica 
are probably the future of 
TV — genre-defying, in¬ 
tensely addictive, and wild¬ 
ly influential for at least 
the next few years. Beyond 
that, the only thing I’m 
hoping to see in the new 
year is a new series of Met- 
alocalypse and those over¬ 
due Mary Tyler Moore 
Show box sets.

Viacom and Time Warner 
battle over channel access

dispute Viacom Inc. and 
Time Warner Cable were at 
a standoff on Wednesday, 
but hoped that top execu¬ 
tives would step in to re¬ 
solve a dispute that threat¬ 
ens to prevent more than 
13 million U.S. subscribers 
from seeing shows like Do¬ 
ra the Explorer and Jon 
Stewart’s The Daily Show. 

At issue is an extra $35 
million US to $40 million 
US that Viacom wants 
Time Warner to pay for 
carrying its cable channels, 


including MTV, Comedy 
Central and Nickelodeon. 

Time Warner has re¬ 
fused, saying the economic 
climate makes it impossi¬ 
ble to pass along such costs 
to its customers. Viacom 
has denied Time Warner’s 
request for an extension of 
the current terms. 

Instead, Viacom threat¬ 
ened to pull its TV net¬ 
works from Time Warner 
at midnight on Jan. 1 un¬ 
less a deal was reached.

“We wish David well 
with the many projects he 
is pursuing and look for¬ 
ward to the possibility of 
partnering together with 
him again someday,” the 
soft drink maker said in a 
statement. 

Beckham, who plays for 
the Major League Soccer 
team Los Angeles Galaxy 
and is currently on loan to 
AC Milan in Italy, said he 
had nothing but good 
memories of his years 
pitching Pepsi. 

“I hope everyone who 
has seen the work Pepsi 
and I have done together 


enjoyed it as much as I en¬ 
joyed making it and, who 
knows, there may yet be 
another chapter in this 
long relationship,” he said 
in a statement. 

Terms of Beckham’s deal 
were not disclosed, but 
Britain’s Daily Mail news¬ 
paper said the contract was 
worth 2-million pounds 
($3.6 million) a year. Beck¬ 
ham, 33, one of the world’s 
best known soccer stars, 
touted Pepsi in commer¬ 
cials over the years dressed 
as a cowboy, a surfer and a 
gladiator.

Poached Salmon 
with Dill Sauce 

INGREDIENTS - FISH: 

4 fresh or frozen and 
thawed salmon or halibut 
steaks, 3/4 inch (2 cm) 
thick (about 6 oz/175 g 
each) 

1 cup dry white wine 

1 small yellow onion, 
thickly sliced 

2 lemon slices 
4 sprigs parsley 
4 whole black 
peppercorns 
INGREDIENTS - DILL SAUCE: 

1 tbsp (15 ml) butter or 
margarine 

1 tbsp (15 ml) all-purpose 
flour 

2 tsp (10 ml) finely 
chopped fresh dill or 3/4 
tsp (4 ml) dried dill weed 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) sugar 

1/8 tsp (0.5 ml) salt 
1 large egg yollc, lightly 
beaten 

1 teaspoon lemon juice 

METHOD: 

1. Rinse fish and pat dry. 
Poach fish: in large skillet, 
combine wine, onion, 
lemon slices, parsley and 
peppercorns. Bring to boil. 
Arrange salmon in a single 
layer in wine mixture. 
Bring to boil. Lower heat 


and simmer, covered, for 5 
to 8 minutes or until fish 
flakes when tested with 
fork. Use slotted spatula to 
carefully remove salmon 
from the skillet; keep 
warm. Strain and reserve 1 
cup (250 ml) cooking 
liquid. 

2. For dill sauce: in small 
saucepan, melt butter over 
moderate heat. Whisk in 
flour, dill, sugar and salt, 
and cook for 1 minute or 
until bubbly. Add reserved 
cooking liquid. Cook, 
whisking constantly, until 
mixture starts to thicken. 
Slowly stir about 1/2 cup 
(125 ml) hot mixture into 
egg yolk, then return to 
saucepan. Cook, stirring 
constantly, for 1 to 2 min¬ 
utes or until the mixture 
thickens (do not boil). Stir 
in lemon juice. 

3. Spoon some dill sauce 
over salmon and serve.
